REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for allowance of claims 1-10 is the inclusion of a developing 
blade that is supported by a supporting member; and a biasing member that is attached 
to at least one end side of the supporting member in a lengthwise direction of the 
developing roller to bias the developing roller toward the electrophotographic 
photosensitive drum, the biasing member being in contact with the developing contact 
portion, wherein the biasing member applies a voltage received from the main body by 
the developing contact portion to the supporting member so that a potential of the 
developing roller is the same as a potential of the supporting member. This is found in 
all of claims 1 -1 0, but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claim 1 1 is the inclusion of a developing 
blade that is supported by a supporting member and is attached to the developing 
frame; and at least one end of the supporting member in a lengthwise direction of the 
developer roller is provided with an attachment portion to which the biasing member is 
attached. This is found in all of claim 1 1 , but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record.
